Lesson for Nov. 5, 1870.

Saul's Conversion..—Acts IX, I — IS. 

1. Saul’s was an intensely energetic na¬ 
ture. lie was full of zeal for religion, both 
when he was a Jew and after he became a 
Christian. His hostile sentiments here are 
his vital air. 

2. He now goes as a missionary of perse¬ 
cution into lands far distant from his home, 
lie is at this time a blasphemer of the Sa¬ 
viour. 

3. It was not incongruous to Saul’s reli¬ 
gious ideas that supernatural manifestations 
should occur. 

. 4. Yet the flashing light was a terror to 
him. He saw no more; but he heard the 
voice of Him whom he was persecuting in 
the persons of his servants. 

5. Jesus is in his heavenly glory. The 
high-handed persecutor is a poor, stricken, 
feeble, fearful being, easily humbled and 
abased before the majesty of Christ. The 
Christians of Damascus are saved from his 
hostility. 

6. Jesus speaks as one who has a right to 
command Saul. He tells him to go into the 
city and there await instructions. 

7. The attendants did not distinctly hear 
the words addressed to Saul. Yet they fell 
to the earth as soon as the light was seen, we 
learn from xxvi: 14. That they are here said 
to be standing is explained by the fact of their 
recovering sooner than Paul did. They were 
not personally interested so deeply as he. 

8. 9. Saul arose in obedience to command, 
lie found himself blind, remaining in that 
state three days. He prepared for further 
obedience—the persecutor to become a perse¬ 
cuted one—in a state of fasting and self-ex¬ 
amination. 

10. Ananias was a Christian Jew, wlio 
zealously led a godly life according to the 
law. 

11,12. By “the Lord” is meant Jesus 
Christ. Whether this was a vision had when 
Ananias was sleeping or waking we cannot 
say. He is directed to go forth into a cer¬ 
tain street, to enter a certain house, and to 
seek one Saul, who is to be found engaged 
in a specified act, and who has had a vision 
of this very Ananias coming in and laying 
his hands upon him. See how Saul’s prayer 
has an answer divinely provided for it! How 
carefully the Saviour plans to save men! 

13, 14. Ananias hesitates in fear. He had 
heard perhaps from Christians in Jerusalem, 
perhaps from Saul’s attendants, what Saul’* 
errand was. “ Saints ” is used here for the 
first time. It does not distinguish one das* 
of Christian disciples as superior to others 
in point of excellence. Christ has his saints. 
They are consecrated by their communion 
with him, having been purchased by his 
blood. 

15, 16. The Lord does not recall his com¬ 
mand but repeats it, at the same time adding 
a comforting assurance concerning the trans¬ 
formation of Saul’s character. He is to carry 
the name of Jesus ( 1 ) to pagans, ( 2 ) to 
lords and princes, and (3) to Israel. His 
main efforts are to be among the Gentiles. 

17. “Brother,” Saul now is, not only by 
a common nationality, but by fellowship in 
Christ. 

18. This is a miraculous event.

The State Census. 

Col. Carrol D. Wright, Chief of the Bu- ^ 
reau of Statistics of Labor, has just publish¬ 
ed the first volume of the Massachusetts Ccn- cli 
sus Tables of 1875, under the title of “ Popu- 
latum and Social Statistics.” This will be 
followed by two more volumes, entitled re- 
spectively “ Manufactures and Occupations” 1 
and “ Agricultural Products and Property,” U i 
the whole series forming the clearest and most r 
complete exhibit that has ever been made in 
this or any other State or country. The total in 
expense of compiling and publishing the facts 
incorporated in these returns has been about 
$130,159. The aggregate of answers return¬ 
ed reaches 13,000,000, and the work of tabu¬ 
lating the returns occupied thirteen months, p 
The present volume contains SGG pages, and 
is filled with curious and instructive tables. c 
It appears that the population of Massa¬ 
chusetts on the 1st of May, 1875, was 1,G;>1,-. v 
912 (16,292 of this number colored)), a gain 
of 3S4,881 since the census of 18G5, or 30.38 
per cent., against 11.89 per cent, from 1855 to £ 
18G5. The males number 794,383, and the 
females 857,529, or G3,146 more females than # 
males. There has been an excess of females j 
in Massachusetts ever since the first census 
was taken. The number of females to every j 
100 males is 107.95. The geographical cen- t 
ter of the State is near Lake Quinsigamond, 
in Worcester, while the center of population • 
is within one mile of the State House. The 1 
city of Boston and the neighboring cities and 
towns within a radius of eight miles of the i 
State House, contain 480,419 people, or o\ er ^ 
29 per cent, of the entire population of the 
State, while over 3G per cent, of the whole , 
population is found within a radius of 12 miles 
of the State House. 

The unfortunate tendency of people to 
leave the country for the cities, is strikingl) 
shown in a comparison of the population of 
towns and cities in 1865 and 1875. In 18G5 
| the population of the towns was 702,344, and 
of the cities 504,G87, a population in favor of 
' the towns of 257,657. Now the population of 
! the towns is 814,979, and of the cities 836,933, 

' a balance of 21,954 in favor of the cities.— 
Two hundred towns in the State have gained 
in population a total of 491,242, while 14- 
] towns have decreased in population an aggre- 
■ t gate of 106,361. The losses as a rule are in 
small farming towns remote from markets 
s and railroads.

DEATH OP CALVIN TORREY. 

The settlers of this village thirty years ago 
are rapidly passing away. One of the men 
active in the affairs of that time was Calvin 
Torrev, a lawyer who came here from West- 
field in 1843. He was originally a printer, 
and for awhile published a democratic news¬ 
paper in Westfield, where he finally entered 
the legal profession. When lie came to Pal¬ 
mer the village was young and smart, and 
legal business was good. He was one who 
induced Whittimore & 'Penny to start the 
Palmer Sentinel, the editorials of which were 
chiefly furnished by him. He represented the 
town in the Legislature of 1848, but declined 
serving at the extra session of that year, and 
Jacob's. Merrick was elected to take his 
place. He also served one term in the State 
Senate, having been elected by a coalition of 
Free Soilers and Democrats in 1853. Mr. 
Torrey was a radical Democratic politician, 

| and ambitious for promotion in that line. On 
thc accession of Buchanan to the Presidency 
in 1857, Mr. Torrey moved to Nebraska ter- 

■ ritory expecting to have charge of a land of- 
> fice; but the Buchanan administration was 
1 ungrateful to some of its devotees, and after 
• living there a year or two he became sick 

■ and disgusted with the country and returned 
1 to Palmer. As soon as his health permitted, 
: he moved to Boston where he has since lived. 

For some months he has been seriously afiect- 
ed with a heart difficulty, which nearly inca- 
’ pacitatcd him for business. Last Sunday 
morning he was taken suddenly worse, and 
1 died in fifteen minutes. His remains were

Notes on the International Sunday School 
Lesson for Nov. 26, 1S76. 

liY REV. B. M. FULLERTON. 

Peter's Vision. —.4c(s. 10, 1-20. 

1. Cesarea, an important place in the Acts 
of the Apostles, built by Herod the Great. 
It was on the coast, 70 miles from Jerusalem. 
Cornelius was a ltoman, a captain of a centu- 
ry in the army. A century was the sixtieth 
of a legion. The Italian cohort was thus 
named probably in order to distinguish it 
from troops raised in Palestine or Syria and 
incorporated into the Roman army. The 
Roman garrison lay in Cesarea at this time. 

2. All the centurions of whom we learn 
anything minutely in the the New Testament 
appear in a favorable light. He feared God, 
i. e. the one true God. He had turned, vol¬ 
untarily, in thinking and mode of domestic 
worship to Judaism. He was not attached to 
Judaism outwardly. Recall the centurion of 
Capernaum, who loved the Jews and built 
them a synagogue. 

3. “In a vision”—by an internal process. 
“ Evidently’’—distinctly. “Ninth hour”— 
3 o’clock p. m. “An angel * * coming in.” 
“The popular idea of winged angels is de¬ 
rived from the cherubim and seraphim, but it 
is never suggested by any of the narratives of 
angelic visits to this world and its inhabi¬ 
tants.” 

4. Cornelius looks up, gazes at the form 
and replies to the address by asking a ques¬ 
tion. The prayers and alms of the centurion 
went to God like the smoke of a sacrifice and 
reminded God of him. 

o. “One Simon”—so spoken of because un¬ 
known to Cornelius. 

G. “By the seaside” because water was 
needed for his business. 

7. Servants and soldier seem to have sym¬ 
pathized with their Master in his devoutness. 

8. He makes an unreserved communication 
to them of all he had experienced. 

9. The next day, they had nearly finished 
their journey of thirty miles, and were near¬ 
ing Joppa, at about 12 o’clock, when Peter 
went upon the house top to pray. The Rom¬ 
an’s messengers seem to have departed the 
same day of their master’s vision. 

10. The trance transported the apostle sud¬ 
denly and irresistibly. 

11. He saw nothing of the material world 
around him. His soul was alive to the scenes 
which God afforded him. 

12. The great linen cloth seemed to Peter 
to be held from above by the four corners. 
In his rapt state he could look into it. He 
saw there alive the whole number of animals, 
fishes probably excepted. 

13. “Rise” is a summons to action. “Kill,” 
because he is hungry and needs food. He 
may take any of the animals at pleasure. 

14. Peter decidedly objects, strictly adher¬ 
ing to the Levitical prohibition against eating 
animals that chew the cud but do not divide 
the hoof, or those that divide the hoof but do 
not chew the cud. Many birds also were in¬ 
cluded in the list of those animals which were 
to be an abomination to the.Jew. 

15. The answer is, What the great God 
hath declared to be clean that do not thou de¬ 
clare to be profane, nor treat as such. 

1G. After this offer had been thrice made 
the vessel was rapidly removed—taken up. 

17. He whose coming was to explain the 
meaning of this vision was even now present 
at his gate while Peter was considering its 
import. 

18. Cornelius, a heathen, was at hand. 
Peter, to whom he came, had now been taught 
that he should partake of food in company 
with heathens without scruple, and that he 
should not avoid them as unholy persons. The 
apostles until this event had had no idea that 
heathens upon conversion could be directly 
admitted into the church of Christ. The ani¬ 
mals were symbols of pagans. They must 
not be compelled to pass through Judaism 
with its right of circumcision, etc., in order 
to reception into the Christian body. 

19. The spirit of Christ internally commu¬ 
nicated the fact to Peter that the three men 
sought him. 

20. Bidden not to doubt at all Peter would 
now directly communicate with these Gentiles 
respecting the Gospel, and teach them that it 
was binding upon them and was declared un- 
o them as immediately as to the Jews. It 

was at first a surprise to the apostles that God 
gave heathen persons the Holy Spirit without 
making any difference between them and 
Israelites. 

Chemical Changes.— Linen can be made 
into sugar; ' sugar into alcohol and carbonic 
acid; alcohol into ether and water.

The importance that may attach to a single 
vote received another illustration in Califor¬ 
nia in the late election, where a republican 
candidate for Congress received a majority of 
just one vote over his democratic competitor. 

Gold is dropping down, and at last ac- | 
counts was down to 10SJ. The uneasy situa- j 
tion as to the next Presidency does not have J 
the effect anticipated. Gold goes down in- j 
stead of up, and is so near its real value now i 
that the paper dollar is almost as good as one | 
of the precious metal. 

Congress meets next Monday, and the | 
prospect is fair for a very exciting session. 
The House will have a small Democratic ma¬ 
jority, and the first question to stir up the 
members will be in regard to election returns, 
which should all be in by Tuesday. To out¬ 
siders the view looks a little squally, but Gen. 
Grant is still President, and in him the coun¬ 
try mav trust for peace during his administra¬ 
tion. 

lx is now the turn of Republicans in the 
Southern States to point out frauds in the 
election. Information has been received from 
North Carolina that a serious contest is about 
to begin over the election in more than twenty 
counties. The Republicans profess to be able 
to show great frauds and intimidations by the 
Democrats, and the chairman of the Republi¬ 
can State Convention has already entered his 
protest to the Governor against giving the 
electoral certificate to any one till the matter 
can be investigated. 

Dell Times are still complained of, and 
the cause is attributed to the delay in the 
Presidential canvass. Just before election 
there was a slight improvement in business, 
but that was only a natural result of the open¬ 
ing Autumn, when there is always more or 
less stir in the markets. We may as well set¬ 
tle down to a dull winter, with the exception 
of a little business stir during the holidays. 
With the opening of Spring a change will un¬ 
doubtedly come for the better, and we have 
pnly to be patient and wait. 

Mexico is again on the eve of troublous 
times, apparently. President Lerdo, by ac¬ 
knowledging the English debt, and negotiating 
a further loan of a million dollars, has excited 
a national feeling against the Lerdo govern¬ 
ment, and Iglesias, chief justice and ex-offlcio 
vice president of Mexico, lias assumed the 
powers of President, on the ground that Ler¬ 
do is not legally elected. In a recent fight 
the rebels completely routed Gen. Martinez, 
a Lerdist general, scattering his force of 2000 
men, Martinez barely escaping with four 
men. __ 

The Cuban insurrection is growing more 
and more formidable. Recently a train con¬ 
taining Gen. Martinez Campos, a million dol¬ 
lars in specie and a large quantity of ammu¬ 
nition, was thrown from the track by the in¬ 
surgents, who captured the money and burn¬ 
ed the train. Gen. Campos managed to es¬ 
cape. The steamer Montezuma has also been 
captured by the insurgents, who were dis¬ 
guised as passengers; and, encouraged by 
these successes, the rebellion assumes new 
vigor and importance, and the possibilities of 
its ultimate success are proportionately in¬ 
creased. 

Tiie latest condition of affairs at the South 
is anything but agreeable or satisfactory. The j 
Legislature of South Carolina assembled on j 
Wednesday under the- protection of U. S. i 
troops. The Democratic members declined j 
to take part. The Republicans, nearly all i 
colored members, mot and organized at the j 
State House, and the Democrats met in a hall l 
and also organized. The Republicans ad- j 
journed till noon of the next day, and on 
Thursday morning the Demoaratic organiz.i- j 
tion took possession of the State House. At j 
noon the Republican members also went in, 
and the novel sight of two speakers was wit- ; 
nessed having charge of the House. They , 
all managed to keep in good temper during j 
the session, but it was expected that the Dem¬ 
ocratic officers would be ousted on Friday by j 
U. S. troops, also eeveral Democratic mem-' 
bars who wore decided not to have boen legal-! 
ly eloctcd. 

The question as to who shall count the ; 
electoral votes of the States in Congress is ’ 
much discussed, the Democrats claiming that j 
the House is to do it; but a little examination 
of the subject will show that the Senate is to 
have that business in charge. The Constitu¬ 
tion provides that the “President of the Sen¬ 
ate shall, in the presence of the Senate and 
House of Representatives, open all the cer-; 
tificates,’ and the votes shall then be counted.” 
It does nnt state who is to do the counting, 
and we have only precedent and high judicial 
opinion as to who shall do that work. Chan¬ 
cellor Kent, the highest authority on Consti¬ 
tutional points, says that in the absence of all 
legislative opinion on the subject, “ the 
President of the Senate counts the votes and 
determines the result.” Going back to the 
Convention which formed the Constitution we 
find a Resolution on this very subject, which 
provided “that the Senators and Representa¬ 
tives should convene at the time and place 
assigned, that the Senators should appoint a 
President of the Senate, for the sole purpose j 
of receiving, opening and counting the votes | 
for President.” This Resolution was approved j 
bv George Washington, President. This 
oii"ht to decide the matter, but the Democrats 
are insisting that the House has full authority 
to count the ballots and decide who is elected 
President. This is in keeping with the high 
pretensions made all along by the Democratic j 
party, who are planning trouble ahead.

Horrors of tire Soutliern Election. 

Northern Democrats who went South to at 
tend the meeting of the Returning Boards, are 
hearing evidence that for the first time gives 
them an idea of the horrible outrages perpe¬ 
trated upon colored voters by the white “bull-1 
dozers.” They are so horrified by the ap¬ 
pearance of some of the victims, and their 
stories of outrage, that they even turn upon 
their Southern associates and denounce them 
as murderers and assassins.

“A committee consisting of Dr. Young, 
John Baker, Henry Collins and a Mr. Tilwell 
were appointed to wait on him and kill him. 
They went on the Saturday preceding the 
election to his house, broke open his door, 
and killed him right there in the presence of 
his wife and in his own house. His wife made 
the remark, ‘ Gentlemen, don’t kill kim.’ For 
this they stabbed her so severely that she died 
the next day. The woman had a child ten 
months old in her arms. The inhuman fiends 
took the child, and, in the presence of the 
wounded and dying father and mother, knock¬ 
ed its brains out against the walls of the 
house.”

named Zekiel Glover, a young and intelligent 
man living in East Feliciana. He was visited 
the Saturday night before the election, and 
taken from his home and flogged. Glover’s 
body attested the truthfulness of his state¬ 
ments. His back and sides and thighs were 
cut and torn, and from his neck to his knees 
lie was covered with scars. 

One of the witnesses before the Returning 
Board, whose story elicited the compassion of 
all who heard it, and wrung from the North¬ 
ern Democrats present those strong expres¬ 
sions of indignation to which we have re¬ 
ferred, was Eliza Pinkston, whose husband 
and baby were murdered by the “bull-dozers” 
a few days before the election. She has her¬ 
self a bullet wound in her breast, which pass¬ 
ed through her lung and out of her back, a 
deep gash from a knife in her neck, a bullet 
wound in one leg, a cut with a knife from the 
hip nearly to the knee, and her head is cover¬ 
ed with wounds, one of which was given witii 
the butt end of a pistol and another with an 
ax. The cords in one of her feot are also 
severed. She was left for dead, and how sin- 
lias survived so long seems to be a miracle, as 
for two or three weeks she has been almost 
constantly hunted by the Tilden men who 
murdered her husband and babe. 

These are but few of a large number ol 
similar instances of cruelty and barbarity, 
which were perpetrated by Democrats in the 
South at the recent election. It comes with 
good grace for such perpetrators to charge 
unfairness and fraud upon the Republicans ol 
that section. 

Crimes anil Casualties. 

A German living lri West Albany, N. Y., 
drove his little seven-year-old daughter out of 
the house last week Wednesday for something 
she had done, and on Saturday the neighbors 
found the poor, thinly-clad child curled up 
behind some bushes in a swamp near the 
house, where she had lain since Wednesday. 
She was nearly dead from exposure, both her 
arms and legs being so badly frozen that am¬ 
putation will probably be necessary, an^ there 
is little chance of her recovery. The parents 
will be prosecuted. 

Miss Sarah D. Van Wagener of Pough¬ 
keepsie, N. Y., a beautiful and accomplished 
young woman of eighteen, was burned to 
death in her room last Saturday, her clothes 
taking fire from the gas burner. 

A butcher in Albany, N. Y., named Loring 
Theus, who had been drinking, was annoyed 
by some boys last Friday afternoon, when lie 
threw a large knife at them, but it took a 
different direction than he intended and struck 
an innocent lad who had just gone into the 
market to buy some meat, and literally dis¬ 
emboweled him. He survived only n few 
moments. Theus was arrested. 

Moses E. Stevens, a brakeman on the 
freight trajq which was smashed up at Bal- 
lardville on the Boston & Maine railroad last 
week, lias since died, making the third victim 
of that disaster. 

Charles Oppermnn, aged 51, living near 
Alleghany City, Penn., murdered his wife last 
Saturday and then cut his own throat. Both 
died almost simultaneously. 

Four porsons, two males and two females, 
were burned to death by the burning of a sa- : 
loon in Ohicaga on Sunday. 

A party of boys who have been using a 
barn in Waterbury, Conn., for a gymnasium, 
though warned not to do so, were fired at thc 
other day, and one of them fatally wounded. 

Michael McLaughlin of Lee was killed be¬ 
falling out of a third story window Saturday 
night. 

A Providence youth of 17 fell, helplessly 
drunk, on the railroad track in that city, on 
Sunday, and was killed by a passing train. 

A notorious desperado named Dick Duncan 
was hung on Sunday by a band of lynchers 
at Louisiana, Mo. He had committed two 
murders and was in the penitentiary, but es¬ 
caped and killed another man and outraged u 
colored woman, when he was captured and 
strung up. 

A man in Thomaston, Penn., committed 
suicide the other dry by setting fire to his 
clothing.

Cornelius had received from the angel. Cor¬ 
nelius was waiting for him with a company of 
invited friends and relatives, and at the ap¬ 
proach of Peter, regarding him as an arubas- 
sadr from God, paid him idolatrous honor. 
Peter rejects such worship, since he is simply 
a human being. Upon coming into the pres¬ 
ence of the assembled company his address to 
them shows that he has learned the lesson in¬ 
tended by the vision of the animals. For he 
declared himself no longer at liberty to call 
any man unclean, although Rabbinical Juda¬ 
ism decreed an entire separation of the Jew 
from the heathen. Cornelius first gives an 
account of his vision, and the instructions lie 
had received from the angel, and then asks 
for a communication from Peter as to the will 
of God. 

34. The statement that Peter opened his 
mouth informs us tliat his address contains 
important truths. ‘God is no respecter of 
persons’ in such a way as to debar men of any 
nation from entering into the kingdom of God. 

35. The conditions of reception are to fear 
God and do that which is right. These verses 
are the introduction to the address. ‘Not all re¬ 
ligions, but all nations, are here placed on the 
same level.’ Cornelius was not yet accepted 
for he needed the help of the angel and of 
Peter, the gospel and the Saviour, and the 
Iloly Spirit. This is not a charter given to 
infidelity, but an invitation to all who seek 
salvation; It sanctions missionary labors 
everywhere. “ God is no respecter of per¬ 
sons”—a terrifying saying for the wicked 
great. The attempt to find a palliation of in¬ 
difference on the subject of religion in this 
passage, betrays, as even De Wette judges, 
“very great frivolity of interpretation.” The 
question is as to the conversion and reception 
of Cornelius into the church. Must he not be 
incorporated into Israel by circumcision? No; 
he need not become a Jew. If it were a mat 
ter of indifference whether Cornelius were a 
heathen, a Jew, or a Christian, Peter would 
have let him remain a heathen, and not

Cider.—T he best cider is made as late in 
the fall as possible, and from clean, sound ap¬ 
ples. To keep it through the winter and for 
a year or more, barrel it im¬ 
mediately and remove it to a cool vault or 
cellar, where it should remain until February 
or March, when it should he put in strong 
bottles and firmly wired down, lay them on 
the around or shelves where the temperature 
is cold and uniform, and the cider will not 
ripen too rapidly and will not freeze. It the 
cider before barrelling be filtered through 
sand, it will probably keep better aud he free 
of any sediment; but any musiard, sulphite, 
raisins, boiling, or any other thing, much or 
little, will damage it and will he no aid to *us 
preservation.

Notes ,on the International Sunday School 
Lesson for lUv. io, 1S7(>. 

BY REV. li. il. FULLERTON. 

Spread of ihe Gospel.—Ads 11, 19-30. 

Connecting History. The Christian Jews 
being prejudiced against the newly originated 
fellowship with Gentiles, strenuously objected 
to Peter’s part in the matter. Peter answers 
them successfully and appeals to the obvious 
interposition of the Lord in the whole trans¬ 
action. The objectors are not only satisfied, 
but also oiler thanks to God for the conver¬ 
sion of the Gentiles. 

IS). The student of sacred history is now 
directed to Antioch instead of Jerusalem.— 
After Stephen’s death the Christians were dis¬ 
persed as an effect of the persecution. Phoe¬ 
nicia in this age lay between the western 
' slope of Lebanon and the sea, and was a nar¬ 
row plain. Tyre and Sidon were among its 
cities. Antioch was Syria’s capital and the 
residence of the Roman governors. It was a 
sort of Oriental Rome. Cyprus was the well- 
known Island off the coast of Syria. 

LH). Some of the Christians whose llight 
converted them into missionaries, were of 
Cyprus; others of the African province of 
Gyrene. The “Grecians” were Israelites who 
found homes in heathen countries where 
Greek culture prevailed. These first pro¬ 
claimed the Gospel to heathens of Greek cul¬ 
ture. 

21. They labored with success. The Lord’s 
mighty spiritual influence accompanied their 
work. We see here the persecution of Ste¬ 
phen converted into the means for extending 
that kingdom for which he suffered. Ihe fiist 
successful movement in this work of convert¬ 
ing heathen was effected by ordinary Chris¬ 
tians and church-members. 

22. The members of the congregation in 
Jerusalem showed their kind interest in these 
Christian-Jew missionaries by sending to them 
Barnabas, who was a native of Cypni 3 > f rom 
which some of the missionaries cauic. 

2‘3- He found no defect. He had only to 
fc-xliort to perseverance. 

2b The first effect of Barnabas’ mission 
was to increase considerably the number of 
converts. 

.25. The second effect was to bring Saul in 
connection with the church at Antioch. Thus 
'.Antioch became the metropolis of Gentile- 
Ghristianity. Saul had retired from Jerusa¬ 
lem to his native city to escape the hostile 

• movements of the Grepjon Jews. Here Bar¬ 
nabas, as it were, discovered him anejf. 

20. Saul now enteied upon that field of ac¬ 
tion on which his peculiar labors were des¬ 
tined to unfold themselves. Paul and Barna¬ 
bas labored here a year in the assemblies 
for public worship. Their operations had a 
wide extent. Their labors there are to be 
.viewed especially ns those of teachers. That 
the disciples were first called Christians (a 
name given by the pagitns) in Antioch is an 
evidence of the blessing attending the labors 
of Saul and Barnabas there. Large humbers 
of pagans must have been converted in that 
citv. The peculiar features of Christianity 
now first came prominently into view and the 
church of Christ now first entered the sphere 
of general history. The apostles in this pas¬ 
sage of church history seem to retire and to 
act only in conjunction with the congrega- 
’ tion. 

27. “In these days” refers to the protracted 
visit of Barnabas and Saul in Antioch.— 
“Prophets” is equivalent to inspired teachers. 

28. Agabus was now a young man. He 
made the coming famine known. The reign 
of Claudius was a period of general scarcity. 
The famine mentioned here is usually assign¬ 
ed to the year 44. 

29. The disciples in Antioch now resolved 
to do a loving act for their brethren in Judea. 

20. “The elders” were those appointed in 
the first churches to watch over their disci¬ 
pline and welfare. 

The treatment of lunatic patients by the 
effect of colored light is a recent experiment 
which has proved successful. Dr. Pouza, 
under the direction of Secchi, the Roman as¬ 
tronomer, found that violet rays. have a sub¬ 
duing effect on the brain, since they possess 
•something melancholy and depressing about 
them. In a room containing stained glass 
windows, and with the walls painted the same 
color, various experiments were tried. In a 
Ted chamber one patient who had been mor¬ 
bidly taciturn, after three hours became gay 
and affable. A maniac who had refused all 
food, after remaining in the same room twen- j 
ty-four hours, asked for his breakfast. In a j 
blue chamber, a highly excited madman be¬ 
came calm in an hour. A patient, also, who 
staid all night in a violet room was cured the 
following day. ^_ 

The salaries of the different inonarchs of 
Europe are given as follows by a German sta¬ 
tistician: Alexander II, $9,152,000, or $25,- 
000 a day; Abdul Aziz, $9,000,000, or $18,000 
a day; Francis Joseph, $4,000,000, or $10,-

or $8,200 a day: Victor Emmanuel, $2,400,- 
000, or $6,840 a day; Victoria, $2,200,000,

MISPRONUNCIATIONS. 

It is possible that some one who reads the 
title of this article may find himself guilty of 
failing to pronounce ci like sh in shun. I find 
that my lady friend, who is very precise 
her language, will persist in pronouncing 
quette on tlie first instead of the last syllable. 
My good minister, who has the greatest aver¬ 
sion to anything wrong, was greatly surprised 
when I mildly suggested that aspirant should 
be accented on the penult, while my musical 
niece mortified me the other day by pronounc¬ 
ing finale in two syllables. I heard my geo¬ 
logical friend explain the subsidences of the 
earth’s crust, but he should have accented the 
second instead of the first syllable. The 
same mistake happened the other day to my 
friend, the president of the reform society, 
who spoke of the vagaries ol certain people 
by accenting the first instead of the second 
syllable. He also announced that I would 
deliver an address that evening, but I knew 
it was not polite to tell him to accent the 
last syllable. My boy says he left school at 
recess, accenting the first syllable, and was 
loth to believe that, whatever the meaning of 
the word, it should be accented on the finm 
syllable. Then my friend, the president of 
the debating club, who is a great student of 
Cushing’s Manual, tells us that a motion to 
adjourn takes the precedence, by accenting the 
first instead of the second syllable. My other 
lady friend says she lives in a house with a 
cupclow.

THE VALUE OF THE HAY CROP. 


A paragraph going the rounds of the papers 
tells us that the hay crop is the most impor¬ 
tant of all the crops raised in the New Eng¬ 
land States, where inclement winter necessi¬ 
tates the housing of the cattle. According to 
the census of 1870, there was raised in the 
six New England States, 3,936,500 tons, and 
in the four Middle States, 9,026,289 tons. In 
the one state of New York, where the hay 
production was 5,614,205 tons, that of the 
cereals was but 70,317,063 bushels, or 1,562,- 
950 tons. If wc lump the cereals at $1.20 a 
bushel, a very large estimate, we can call 
their value $78,000,000, while the hay crop 
at $15 is over $84,000,000. 

In view of these facts we should like to see 
more attention paid to grasses. There is no 
doubt but the hay crop is one of the most im¬ 
portant we have. We have heard Southern 
people say they would willingly give up their 
cotton if they could have our grass. So far 
no attempts are made to improve it as are 
made in other things. The vast majority of 
farmers do not know one grass from another 
outside of timothy, herds grass, and a few 
others that are generally grown. It would be 
both to the pleasure and profit of every grass- 
grower if he would study the grasses, and our 
agricultural societies would do well to encour¬ 
age such studies.

There is talk of electing Gov. Rice or 
Geo. F. Hoar of Worcester U. S. Senator in 
place of Mr. Boutwcll, whose term expires 
this winter. Gov. Rice is getting a fair start 
in that direction. 


Good sleighing for Christmas, and if the j 
winter weather holds on things will be lively | 
during the holidays, notwithstanding the hard ■ 
times. People in the hill towns are offering | 
up prayers for rain, and an old-fashioned thaw i 
would be the best Christmas present they j 
could have. 

The burning of a theatre in Brooklyn has 
stimulated the owners of other theatres to 
render their scenery and stage effects fire 
proof, which is done by coating them with 
silicate of soda. A trial iias been made at 
Wallack's theatre, New York, and the prepar¬ 
ation was a success. 

Our next president will receive a salary of 
$50,000, the Senate this week having refused 
to pass the bill restoring it to §25,000 
over the president’s veto, which was sent in 
last session. This is none too large a salary 
for the chief executive of this country, and 
lie won’t get very rich out of that. 

A Good specimen of the style of reform 
the democrats believe in comes from South 
Carolina, where the bogus Democratic legis¬ 
lature on Tuesday elected Gen. M. C. Butler 
to the U. S. Senate. This Gen. Butler was the 
instigator of the Hamburg massacre of ne¬ 
groes, and of sundry other cold-blooded out¬ 
rages, which have caused his name to become 
a terror to the helpless colored people in that 
State, and he is now under indictment for his 
murders. Yet the democrats of the State, 
who have so loudly protested their “friend¬ 
ship” for the negroes, hasten to do this man 
all the honor that lies in their power. The 
cloven hoof will stick out in spite of their ef¬ 
forts to cover it. up, and the negroes may well 
pray to be delivered from the power of such 
friends. 

Another violent gale, accompanied with 
bitter cold, was experienced in the coast 
States from Canada to the Carolinason Satur¬ 
day, much more damage being done to ship¬ 
ping than in the gale of the previous week, 
wrecks being reported all along the coast, 
though fortunately with little loss of life. In 
Canada snow has fallen to a great depth, and 
as far west as Cleveland, 0-, much damage 
was done by the wind. One of the heaviest j 
snow squalls ever known prevailed at St. Al¬ 
bans, Vt., and the mercury went down to 20 j 
degrees below zero. At Newport, R. I., the 
wind blew 75 miles an hour, and a number of 
vessels went ashore. Terrible sufferings are 
reported from Magothy river, Maryland, 
where 37 vessels took refuge from the storm. 
Several of the vessels have gone ashore, j 
and a number of the crews have died from ex- 


The Presidential.question' is still agitated 
by the politicians. The people at large have 
settled down to the conclusion that Hayes and 
Wheeler are elected, and are willing and anx¬ 
ious that they should be inaugurated to end 
the strife. The Democratic politicians have 
been at work ever since election to invent 
some way by which the Republican candidates 
may be defeated. Having failed to intimidate 
the electors and returning boards, they now 
talk about the Supreme Court, rejection of 
the votes by the House, and so on. Notwith¬ 
standing all the propositions and threatenings 
of the Democratic leaders, one fact is clearly 
evident—that they are trying the bluff game 
pretty strongly. Mr. Tilden is at the head in 
this bold venture, and they act under his com¬ 
mand. One threat is to take the capitol by 
force and inaugurate Tilden President: but 
nobody scares much at these demonstrations, 
and whoever lives to see the 5th of March 
will no doubt find a peaceful inauguration of 
Governor Hayes. All attempts to go behind 
the action of the returning boards will fail for 
want of authority to do so, and after inaugu¬ 
ration quiet will settle upon the nation. 

Gen. William F. Bartlett died at his 
home in Pittsfield on Sunday, at the age of 30. 
after a lingering illness. Gen. Bartlett was 
born at Haverhill, and at the opening of the 
war was a student at Harvard. He enlisted 
as a private in 1801, was soon appointed cap¬ 
tain, and lost a leg at Yorktown. Recovering 
from that, he was put in command of Camp 
Briggs at Pittsfield, and was afterwards chos¬ 
en Colonel of the 49th, and subsequently of 
the 57th regiment. He served with distinc¬ 
tion in numerous battles, and was promoted 
to be a Brigadier, and afterwards was brevet- 
ted Major General, for brave and meritorious 
services in the field. Since the war lie has re¬ 
sided in Pittsfield, where he married a daugh¬ 
ter of Robert Pomeroy. He was well de¬ 
scribed by Gov. Andrew as “a young man of 
fine powers, conspicuous for general mental 
capacity, and of superior culture.” He ac¬ 
quired considerable influence in politics, and 
was nominated by the democrats last year for j 
Lieutenant-Governor, but declined to serve. | 
The loss of liis limb and the exposures of the 
war undermined his strength, and for a long 
time he has been gradually failing, waiting 
calmly for the end, which he knew to he near. 
Iiis funeral was attended on "Wednesday, and 
business was generally suspended in the town 
where he was so thoroughly respected, and 
where his loss will be keenly and universally j 
felt. . _ __
